FOREWORD 


HE impulse to write a learned essay on mahogany, swietenia maho- 

gani, was strong; and since this is a Rosenbach catalogue, there would 

have been overtones of Dr. Johnson and the three-bottle men, Squire 
Osbaldeston at the hunting board and an inevitable anecdote of Horace Wal- 
pole and the loo table with the curious history. The whole would probably 
have terminated with a punning reference to the glories of Walnut Street. 

But these Georgians did not collect the furniture of their forbears. In fact 
we are told by one of our experts that the great delight of the rich was to buy 
new-fashioned work as fast as it came out, so as to set as great a gulf as 
possible between the contents of their houses and those of the classes below 
them. When we look at a room-full of Louis XV chairs, all somberly alike, 
whose essential variations could be covered by two pages of text, and then 
observe that the eminent Mr. Cescinsky has required sixty-seven pages with 
one hundred thirty illustrations to deal merely with the seat furniture of the 
Adam and Chippendale schools of 1750-75, we must feel instinctively what a 
solid, sober and conservative body the French aristocracy was, and how flighty 
and extravagant the English. 

This amiable paradox cannot but call attention to the really extraordinary 
inventiveness of the English designers, whose effects were achieved almost 
entirely upon a single medium, the aforesaid swietenia mahogani, which was 
carved and shaped into the most wonderful repertory of furniture ever 
known, with little help from the marquetry-cutter. Not until all the possibili- 
ties of carving had been exhausted did the fashion turn to inlaid work, and 
begin again under Hepplewhite, Shearer and Sheraton a new and astonishing 
cycle of brilliance. You will find a great deal of this virtuosity in the extensive 
contents of the present catalogue, and the exhibition a thing to ponder, if you 
can be brought to realize the extent of the achievement. One good way of 
attaining humility is to sharpen a pencil and attempt to design even a modest 
new variation of one of the simpler pieces of eighteenth-century English 
furniture. 

I said I might have ended with Walnut Street, but it would be presump- 
tuous on my part to offer any introduction to the Rosenbachs. This is, as you 
have been told, the first of a series of liquidation sales of the art property of 
the house; the next will be still more important, and will not need a foreword. 
I find that I have finished, after all, by preaching my same sermon: that is to 
look at old furniture with new vision. Well, it was the arch-priest of modern 
propaganda (a name not to be placed upon this clean paper) who confided to 
us the necessity and potency of repetition.
